Applicants are writing in response to the Office Action dated January 23, 
2003.

REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the 
amendments above and the remarks following is respectfiilly requested. 

Claims 1-23 are now pending in the present application. Claim 1 is an 
independent claim and sets forth a method of making olefins. The method 
comprises contacting an oxygenate feed with at least two different zeolite 
catalysts to form an olefin composition. Claims 2-14 depend upon claim 1 and 
include all the elements of claim 1. 

Claim IS is an independent claim and sets forth a method of making an 
olefin composition. The method coniprises a step of contacting an oxygenate with 
a first zeolite catalyst to form an olefin product. The olefin product contains 
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
